Balfonr's Reply— His Criticism of tlie 
Measure and Methods of 
Grladstoue. 

He Declares the Bill Impossible of 
■v lxecutloii and Woi-se'ln lts 

rriiieililcg. 

London, Feb, I'l. — In tlie House of Com- 
mons to-day, Bight Hon^> A. J. Balfonr, the 

Conservative leader, aakod Mr.'Gladstohe 

whether, under the provisions of tho Home 
Rule bill, thu contributions from tho Im- 
perial exclie((uer to local purposes in Ire 
land would be; continued, nnd, if they were 
not, thetrtio desired to aak what security 
the British taxpayera w,ould have for tho 
advancca made iindor the Lond Purohaso 
Act! 

Mr. (lladstono replied tint contributions 
from tho Imperial exchequer for Irish local 
purposes would cease, and the bill creates 
a first charge on the Irish Consolidated 
Fund in favor of the British exchequer for 
repayments under the Land Purchase Act. 
It further provides a summary method to 
rocovor from the Irish exchequer, without 
tho direct intervention of Irish authority, 
any sums due to the British exchequer. 

r.ord George Hamiltonjaaked Mr. Glad- 
stono when he proposisd/f o inlroduee a bill 
dciling with the Irish Land tenure. 

Mr. (ilailstono declined to commit tho 
CiovernmenL to anj' pledge to introduce any 
Land bill. Ho said- the (lovcrninent cer- 
tainly did not intend to run a Land hill 
alongside tho Homo Rule bill. The al- 
iiiiniatnUioji of land laws would meantime 
follow tho usual course iu the hiindd of the 
local uuthoritiesj. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. B:ilfour rose this afternoon 
amid great Unionist cheers and begun his 
reply to Mr. CUadstcno'a speech of last 
evening. He .said : Tho House, first of 
all, has the right to inf|uire why is uuy bill, 
good or h.iil, rei|uirod '.' 'J'his ia the question 
which tho Prime .Minister has tried to an- 
swer on two famous occasion — once in ISSti 
and again Ust evening. Seven years ago he 
laid tho whole atrength of hia argument 
upon tho absence of eooiul order from Ire- 
land. Ho told the Houao that the juries 
in Ireland could uo^ ue nusted to do thoir 
duty, and that evictions, just or unjust, 
were looked ont with suspicion |by tho 
agrarian population. The whole tendency 
of hia argument was to show that the 
alternative before the House was Home 
Rule or druatio coercion. Seven years have 
now elapsed ; is there drastic coercion still 
in Ireland ? If it is not in operation, do 
you see the consequences which' the Prime 
Minister then foreshadowed? Haa it been 
possible to

Does the Prime Minif fer' still find that 
Iriah juries cannot do their duty, that the 
agrarian (lucation is beyond solution, that 
landlords arc not getting thoir rights ? 
Why you all know that the present Chief 
Secretary for Ireland has told yon recently 
that' 'there never has been; a time when 
rents were better paid, So great is the 
confideace In the luanner is which ' Irish 
juries do' their duty that the Chief 
iSeoretary would not even, retain in the 
bill a provision for a change of venue 
which his colleagues declared was no limita- 
tion of the liberty of the subject. (Hear, 
hear.) Therefore, the dilemma which the 
I'rime M inister placed before the House in 
ISSl) h.is proved to be no dileiinmw at all, 
and wo are reduced to tho conclusion that 
it is deemed necessary to shake tho founda- 
tions of the ancient constitution of tho coun- 
try, not hccuuae of coercion, which may or 
may notberc<)uire(l. (Hear, bear. ) ThePrinio 
Mim-Uer must see that a bill uf tliiu magni- 
tude ia ll^rdly jvistiliod by any condition of 
affairs liho that from which the necessity of 
tho Oimca Act arose. l!y universal ud- 
iiiiBsioii there are two causes of trouble in 
Ireland. One ia tho agrarian condition ot 
tho country ; tho other the fact that it is 
possible, owing to tho unhappy history of 
the land question, for pcrfion«, with a politi- 
cal oljeul to serve, to arouse criminal 
agitation throuf;hout Ireland. I do not care 
which of those idternalivos is chosen. 
Wliichever ia chosen, it doen not point to 
the neecaeity of Home Uule,but rather to the 
impnaaibility of its adoption. If the Prime 
Minister takes the view that the condition 
of the agrarian question is really 

A Itl.OCK IN THE WAY 
of social order in rrelaml. linw can ho pos- 
sibly expect the dilliouhy to bo put out of 
the wiiy by the action of an Irish Purlia- 
ment, unlesa wo are |)repared to Bco the 
agrarian ((uestion settled by tho destruction 
of tho unpopular minority who jiossoss the 
land. If tho agrarian trouble wero the only 
real trouble, how could it l.e Mettled other- 
wise than by the Imperial TVirliament ? It 
is criminal to attempt to set up in Ireland 
a legislature practically indopondc.nl of tho 
InipccUl Parliament under these con- 
ditions. When thf Reform Bill of 18St 
was brought in the present Prime Minister 
wuM fairly warntd what tho oonseriuoncea 
might ho upon Iriih rejirrsenlation ; but, 
•■vilh ad that knoivleil;;i', lie declared 
that Ei-jyllBli iiinjnrities were not likely to bo 
moved by Jrelnnd'ri teiuliiig a Inrgely nug- 
nionted niRiiber of Homo Kul.T.s to I'.ulia- 
ment. Perhaps the only .'luiiiid constitution- 
al way of asHuriiig ;;ul)lio opinion ou l!',!;, 
point would be to take the vel.'l of the 
Hou.in without too curiously ioHUiring from 
what country they came. If they were go- 
ing to adopt any principle let them adopt 
it in its entirety. Why wore they to look 
to a Natiouaii!;t miijority in Irelanil 
without lookiiij^ to a loyal majorily 
in Ulster! iCries of hear! liear ! ) liy 
\vhat right were they to proceed to cut oil' 
Iriflanil from the rest of tho United King- 
dom, because a mojority from an arbitrarily 
.•ieleotod area wanted Home Rule '.' (Con- 
servftMve cheers and Irish laughter.) Wlieti 
Protestant Ulster, with an abao'nitely 
unanimouB vote declared against thrj meas- 
ure with aversion and abhorrenc'j, then it 
was said their majorities ought nat to count 
as they became mere looal ebultitioDS of 
feeling, (Hear! hoar I and laughter.) 
Ulster at least

for which no provision appeared in the bill 
now placed before the Hoii.'-.e. Proceeding 
to diiieuHs thu proposals of tl.c bill in detail 
Mr. l5alfour contended that the plan out 
lined for dealing with the constabulary and 
with the civil servants of the Goverumuut 
would certainly lead to tho inQiction of 
great hardships, As to the position of the 



judges, what chance would there bo under 
tho proposed Irish Parliament for thoir 
executing justice ? If evidence or law 
made it necessary for them to render 
an unpopular decision on some agrarian 
question, a motion would immediately be 
made in the Iriah Parliament to reduce the 
salaries of the offending judges.' The con- 
sequences were painful to contemplate. 
Every time a judge rendered a decision 
which did not fiad favor with the populace 
he would become a poorer man, until at last 
ho might be paid by tho job. (Laughter.) 
The exact amount of his uompensation was 
to be' determined by the degree to which 
his interpretation of the law was brought 
to qonformity to the views of the Irish ad- 
ministration on tho questions of the dispute. 
The propoaalsof thoUovernmentasto thocon- 
stabulary were, Mr. Balfour contended, un- 
just. Ho confessed his inability to under- 
stand how the force wns to be disbanded 
according to Mr. GhulHtone'a plan without 
committing a breach of tho cngagomenta 
entered into between the public and those 
ofhcc-ra. Mr. Balfour next proceeded to 
oritioiae the plan of 

OBEATIKO THREE OONSTITUENC;iK.S, 
of different formsun Ireland, sending mem- 
bers to the Irish Assembly, to the Imperial 
Parliament and. to an Irish seoood Chamber. 
Tho adoption of such a scheme would, hn 
declared, plunge aflfaira into a condition of 
hopeless entanglement. (Hear, hoar.) He 
did not think tho proposal of a aeoond 
ohanriber would stand tho fire of free Parlia- 
mentary criticism. Its professed object was 
the protection of minorities, but tho minor- 
ity sought to bo protected was one con- 
cerned in tho ownership of the land. The 
whole acherno was one fertile with danger. 
The legislative body, to vote for a member 
of which would require the ownership 
of property of ruteable value, would be a nio.it 
shadowy safeguard for ininoritiea. If there 
was one thing more certain than another it 
was that a safeguard based upon a proper- 
ty i|uali(ication, was worth little moro than 
the paper U|)on which its title was written. 
(Conservative cheers.) The wdiole ten- 
dency of democratic legislation ^vaa to 
sweep away tho arbitrary distinctions 
founded upon wealth. (Conservative cheers.) 
T'herefore, if such a chamber aa proposed 
were to prove effective in its oper- 
ation it must inevitably bocomo the 
object of such concentrated attack in Ire- 
land as to bo awept away by the first on- 
rush of public feeling. Mo would not say 
that a weak barrier was better than none ; 
but if Parliament were asked to provide 
anything like a safeguard for miaorities 
they were asked to ignore every' lesson' of 
history that democratic states were capable 
of affording. . (Cheers.) As to the 

EXEKOISK or A VETO POWER, 

by thie^.Imperi«,r Parliament Mr. Ralfour 
held that siich a provision would lead to a 
legislative deadlock in either the English or 
the Irish Parliament. (Cries of hear ! hear !) 
It was i.dle for Mr. Gladstone to talk to 
them of analogies of Colonial legislatures 
(Hear ! hear !) The fj uestion now under de- 
bate could not be argued as if Iro- 
.uid in any re3])ect resembled a 
colony. (Cheers.) Ab to the (| ues- 
tion of I nperial supremacy they were 
told that supremacy would tigure largely in 
the preamble of thu bill, but what he de- 
sired to know was whether there would be 
in the bill itself a v.ilid declaration that tho 
liritish l.'arliaincnt would have a real oper- 
ative supremacy over the Irish Parliament. 
(Cheers). It hail been said from the Irish 
benches that there would be Imperial 
sui>renuicy on the understanding that an 
honorable bargain was entered into be- 
tween tho Imperial (ioverniiKmt and the 
Iriah Parliament. Hiicli a aupi enuioy would 
never be exercised. (Laughter.) Speaking 
for those honorable members who agreed 
with him in political matters, Mr. Balfour 
declared no such bargain was possible, or 
would be given. (Cheers. ) If the supremacy 
of the ISritish Parliameutwas to be preservetl, 
it must be by a form of supremacy which 
would be operative. They would not allow 
this weapon for the e:xeruise and mainten- 
ance of justice to rust in their bands. 
(Cheers.) If they could, through the exer- 
ciae of the constitutional power entrusted 
to the Imperial Farltameat, do something to 
mitigate the evils they foresaw as oertein to 
result from the establishment of an Irish 
Legislature, they would 

KOT NT.GLECiT TO DO THEIK DtTTY. 

(Cheers.) When the Irish members ask for 
a colonial legislature they ask for what is 
absolutely impossible. It not already im- 
possible by the constitution, such a legisla- 
ture is rendered impossible by the very bill 
w hicb we are discussing. (Cheers.) Eighty 
Irish members are to bo retained at West- 
minster. As they would vole on Imperial 
subjects, it would be for Irinh memberH to 
leeide who shoidd sit on the Ministerial 
benches. (Hear, hear. ) It is vain lo say 
they would not be allowed to discuHS and 
vote certain bills when they would have 
the far greater power of deciding who 
should have charge of those billa. 
The whole scheme ia simply impossible 
of execution (cheers). As to the financial 
proposals, I do not pretend to have graaped 
thoroughly the Prime Minister's plan. It 
ia proposed, however, to civo Ireland a 
bonus of £500,000. The Prime Minister 
says that we ought to lie liberal with Ire- 
land. I am willing to be liisrsJ, (ind when 
there is division l)ctween tlio two 
countries, n little leaa j^cnoroaily and a 
little moro just;^,(, voubl not he out of 
lihmc. 'iVliat is the .C.'jtHI.OOO flupiiosvMl to 
b'', lor'.' It reproHcnta a capital of .UI7,001>,- 
001), and why ought this country to [.■^ive to 
Ireland £ 1 7,0UU,()00 ? Tho only rea.son 
which I can eoncoivo is the confession 
that wo have been beaten and must 
pay this amount as i\ sort of war in- 
demnity, (Laughter.) Tho Government 
know.i that the Ulster landlords in Ireland 
:ir,! ,)ppo3ed to this acherno. Tho landlords 
ki'.ow who thoir masters will bo if tho 
i.chemo bo carried into cileet. Those jnas- 
tcra have never hidden what their intentions 
are ; the disloyal porti<m of Ireland liiid in 
moiit of the bill, on the other hand, 
Tin: i;o.\i- or tiii;ik iiksiiiks. 
They Iciow, how(!Vor, that their domestic 
policy could bo iiampc^-cl by a L'->gislat ive 
Council elected hj' a high arbitrary fran- 
chise, and it is not liUidy that, they will be 
content with tho schen-e which,, instead of 
making Ireland a nation, would give her 
much leas freedom than is enjoyed by any 
self-goveruiug col my under tho Empire. 
Why tluMi should tho Nalionaliats be paid 
.l'l7,()Ot),(IO() for tlie privilege ol wrecking 
our eoiiRtilutiou '.' .Surely tiinao concerneil 
in framing this bill are not ilelieieiit in in- 
gi'iiuity, liility orzjal. Why then have they 
(louo no better than ijroiliico such a bill '; 
liecaueo they havo attempted an impoaaible 
task. (Cheers,) A Federal Government or 



a Colonial Government may bo good, Tho 
British conatitution as it stands may bo 
good ; but this bastard combination of tho 
three ia ludicrous and impoaaible. Those 
who attempt to force it down tho throat of 
Parliament are ignorant as to how this 
country was built up. The Prime Minister 
asks us to retrace our steps. To make pro- 
gress towards disintegration.

in evei^ stress to . form a part of tho effect 
ivo strength of tlie United Kingdom, The 
time may come when, unless they 
can Snd , some method of binding 
themselves in constitutional relations 
to the mother country, the thread of com- 
mon aQ'ection and common sentiment, may 
be severed. (Hear, hear.) Don't let us, 
then, within the United Kingdom itself, 
endeavor. to brine about a state of things 
which we see win be' so severely productive 
of national weakness. Ireland is in the 
process of being united to Great Britain 
more closely in the bond of common nation- 
al affection than ever before. The land 
agitation began under the guid- 
ance of an able politician, who 
postponed it, perhaps, for a gener- 
ation. Great harm was done, although 
their children and grandchildren will still 
feel the etrect of revolution in Ireland and 
betrayal in ICnghind. .Still, I think the 
country and the Houso have tho power to 
say now : This process idiall go no further. 
Much as they have suffered in the past from 
vacillation, they will at all events now put 
an end to this project, absolutely impossible 
of execution in its details and even worse in 
the general principles by which the Prime 
Minister, under tho cloak and guise of 
drawing together iu closer harmony tho 
different parts of the United King- 
dom, intends to found institutions which 
must tend ever and ever as time goes, 
to separate thoin in the Empire's miod and 
ultimately in ite'nationality (repeated , Un- 
ionist cheers). '. 

Lo.s no.v, Feb. 14.— Michael Davitt,' anti- 
Puruellitc, in an interview said that tlie bill 
was moro democratic and practicable than 
the bill of 1886. Although he personally 
would prefer a single chamber, he thought 
his party would concede the point of two 
chambers. He \^as satisfied that Mr. Glad- 
stone would carry the .bill, and that . there 
would be a valuable addition in the future 
to its less acceptable provisions. 

William: o'jirien's opinion. 

'William O'Brien, M.P. for Cork city, said 
this morning in an interview regarding tho 
Home Rule IBiil: "It aeems to be that tho 
main principles of the bill proviilo for a 
better settlement of the Home Rule ques- 
tion than tho bill of ISSO. Our chiuf re- 
servation is tho financial proposals. It re- 
maina to bo seen whether Gladstone's sur- 
plus of half a million pounds ia real. .Sox- 
ton, Dillon, Rlake and others of our frienda 
fear that the full extent of Irish loe«.l charges 
has not been taken into account. I'lie 
proposed contribution for the support of tho 
police vvill involve a formidable drain for 
the first few years. Irishmen will 
hold opinions on such nuitters at 
present and do the threshing out when the 
ligures are fully examined and understood. 
Nevertheleaa the main lines of thu hill are a 
noble and sutlicient Bottlement of the 
national claims. Wo are able to heartily 
recommend Irish acceptance of tho measure. 
It givea substantial control over our domes- 
tic affairs. Wo should not bo justified in 
resenting provisions giving tho minority 
adequate representation and providing for 
veto by the Crown and the uuprenmcy of the 
Imperial Parliament. , 

" The second chamber will certainly be a 
considerable drag, ah^ the franchise of £20 
will probably insure a majority of mcinbcra 
ot thb council for Tory land owners, who 
are certain to combat against any extrava- 
gant proposals on the part of the popular 
chamber. This, however, ia not likely to 
be a stumbling block, as the Nationalists do 
not eontcniplate a revolutionary programme. 
The programme of tho Kationaliata would 
bo sympathetic and patriotic in the work of 
advancing business in tho interests of Ire- 
land." "Police arrangements," added Mr. 
O'Brien, " aro practically those agreed 
upon with Mr. Parnoll at Boulogne, 
but tho present force would 
doubtless be re engaged under Irish author- 
ity. The checks upon tho appointment of 
judges are irksome, but probably useful. 
Tliero are now too many judges in Ireland, 
but tlio chances aro that the moro rabid of 
these will retire on penaiona. It ia a sacri- 
fice to demand that Irishmen Hhall be de- 
barred from touching the land question for 
three years. W^o recogni/.o that the com- 
promise is reasonable, but we must prens for 
power lo check the present land commia- 
siouers in the meantime from saddling lease 
holders with back rente. Irishmen, will 
probably assent to the reduction of mem- 
bership at Westminster," 

.lOliN mLf,ON'.S IDEAS, 
jolm Dillon, in an interview .said that 
tho main fact was admitted on all sides that 
the bill waa a great advance on the Home 
Uulo bill of 1880, "Hence," ho added, 
" tho Irish feel that although they cannot 
approve the present financial proposals and 
provisions regarding the land question, they 
are hound .to recognise in the heartiest man- 
ner the noble courage and fidelity of Mr. 
Gladstone in offering this conatitution to 
tho country." "The main improvcmenta in 
the now bill are : First, disappearance of 
tho Receiver General, and consequent per- 
fect linanei al freedom for tho Irish Govern-^ 
mont, which will be able to collect 
and conlrol its own revemies. .Si cnnd, in 
the constitution of a se.^ond ehamber, 
which maken the legislature a thoroughly 
workidilo and democratic body. Third, 
improvement in lli(! veto power, v/liich is 
provided for in u better manner than in tb(! 
bill of l.SS'd. Fouvtb, in Irish control of 
(he police and the land (jueation after a 
limited number of years. In reg.ird to the 
retention of Irish meujb .'rs at Weatminster, 
it is not essential, provided 1 he legislituru 
of Ireland has full power over Irish all'iur.s. 
I see no objection to the re-ekctitig of 
Irish representatives iu the Imperial P,ir- 
liameni,, and I ueeept the religious restric- 
liona heartily. I believe the bill will pass 
the Houso of Commona."

Ottawa, Feb. M. — Tfon, G. E, I'oater de' 
livered hia budget speech this afternoon. 
Tho galleries were crowded. He said the 
country's condition was most 'encouraging. 
Tho revenue waa better than ever this year, 
and ho anticipated a substantial snrphia. 
Dealing with tarilT quoations ho said that 
free trade in Canada was impossiblo. The 
revenue of tho country would not permit ic 
neither would the industries of the country. 
The Government were' firmly opposed to 
unrestricted reciprocity with tho Uuite3 
States. Wore a fair measure of reciprocity 
obtainablo tho Dominion would bo preparod 
to accept it. Ho apoko strongly in favor of 
preferential trade between the Empire and 
Canada. Ho pledged the Government to do 
its utmost to further that object, and stated 
that Hon. Mr. Bowell and the two con« 
troUera during the recess would thoroughly 
investigato tho needs of the country regard> 
ing tariff revision next session, and present 
a measure which would not ruthleaaly do' 
atroy tho industries needing protection, bub 
at the same time would not allow monopo' 
lies to rob the people. Regarding the duty 
on coal oil, tho Governmeut proposed Co 
allow that commodity to enter in bulk and 
to atriko ofl' tho transportation charges, 
which would afford relief to tho conaumera 
of this illuminant. For tho benefit of the 
farmers, the duty on binder twine would be 
reduced from 26 per cent, to 12^. Mining 
machinery not made in Canada would he 
admitted free for three years. These would 
be the only tariff changes this year. 

Mr. Mara is well satisfied with the Gov 
crnmenfs action regarding mining machin- 
ery. Ho would liked an increase on lead) 
but expecta to get it next year.

The Bark Cowlitz Suiiposed to Have BeeH lost 
Near Cape Flattery. 

PoBT .TowKHEND. Feb. 14,— Tho barlf 
Merman arrived this morning frotn SatJ 
Francisco, and reported passing though > 
large quantity of drift lumber on February 
(>, thirty miles southwest of Capo Flatter^ 
It was too stormy to approach very eloss' 
and subsequently sighting a derelict kcci up. 
It was ascertained that a vessel had cap- 
sized lumber laden. Tho general opinioji 
exists that the new derelict is the baric 
Cowditz, which sailed from Port Gamble, 
.January ,31, with a very heavy deck load of 
lumber for San Francisco. The lumber seeft 
by the Merman corresponded exactly with 
the deck load carried by tho Cowlitz Sub- 
sequently to tho departure of the Cowlitz:, 
heavy storms wero encountered off Cape 
Flattery, which damaged may veasla by car- 
rying away their sails.

Upon his replying in 
tho necativo, the bigger of tho men 
cautioned him, saying "You are 
in danger, I come from tho Superintendent 
of Police at Nanaimo with orders to arrest 
yon, and whatever you say now will bo 
used as evidence against you at tho trial.

(From our own Corroapondont,)' 
Ottawa, Feb. i. — The condition of tho

ble feature being tho evidence which tho 
Governrncnl- haa made of ita disposition to 
rush buaineaa.

The Commons got through with the" ' ad- 
dress in one day, but it took the Senators 
four days to pass it, The debate in the 
Commons was rendered, noteworthy by the 
speech of Mr. Molnemey, the new member 
for Kent, N. 6. Sir jTohn Thompson is 
wise in his day and generation. Althouj{h 
he has only been in Parliament seven years 
and Premier but two months, evidently he 
knows a thing or two. Mr. Mclnerney, 
ua your readers will remember, was elected 
over tho head of tho Government nominee 
in Kent, juat aa Mr. Ghesley was so elected 
in St. John. Mr, Mclnerney and Mr. Ghes- 
ley hare, however,, been made welcome in 
the Govemmentranks; they are . ■ 

■ BOTH /sound COMSEBYATIVES, 

, and although,', perhaps, , they might have 
felt sore because in'tbeir elections they did 
not receive the support of tho Government, 
yet the cordiality of their reception by 
the ministry and Conservative membcra 
of the House has gone a long way towards 
dispelling any little irritation that niiglit 
reniuin with them. In tho caao of Mr. 
M;Ineinej', the cntcntt cordiah waa 
clinched by asking him to move the 
address, which lio did with a 
grace of diction and a iliiency of speech 
whicli I liavo rarely heard excelled in tlio 
House of Conunona. It is no light task for 
a man, almoal on the very day that lie fust 
enters Parliunient, to get up and deliv 
himself before such a critical audience 
this is. I have heard all tho movers of the 
address in tho Cominona during the past 
ten or eleven sessions, and I am free to 
confess that I never heard one who excel 
led Mr, Mclnerney, and Iqueation whether 
any luivo equalled him. He is a genuine 
orator, and a decided acquisition to tho 
debating talent of tho House. 

The other speeches in the Commons 
during this particular debate do not call 
for much comment. Mr. Laurier waa 
fairly good-natured in his criticism, the 
gravamen of his charge against the Govern- 
ment being simply that the Conservatives 
were unfriendly lo the United States, a 
charge which Sir John Thompson indig- 
nantly repelled. 

Over in the oust wing of the Parliament 
Buildings matters have been more interest- 
ing than is usually the caso with the Senate, 
That old war horse of the Conservative 
party, Mr. Bowell, is, judging from tho ap- 
pearance of things, going to revolutionize 
Senatorial methods. Iii_lho debate on the 
addrea.'i, replying to Mr. Scott, Mr. I'.rnvill 
niude what ia admitted to be a very able 
apeeoli.

Tho erratic member for North Simcoo 
haa not put in an appearance liero thia 
week, and many njembera expressed regret 
that he was not present on the occasion re- 
ferred to, when there would probably havo 
boon "blood on tho moon." However, wo 
shall hear from Mr. McCarthy before very 
long. 

The Poatinaatcr-Oenerara report, which 
was preaentcd to Parliament laat evening, 
contains some very interesting information 
regarding British Columbia.

Ho pointed 
out that the Western gateway of the Do- 
minion required just as ' much protection as 
the one on the Atlantic coast. He lluly 
told his brother Senators that British Col- 
umbia had not been fairly treated by tho 
(Jovernment, either in the matter of public 
works or the expenditure of public money, 
in proportion to the amount of revenue tho 
Province contributed to the Dominion. Dr. 
Melnnea is detormiiu;d to keep pegging 
away on thia matter in the Senate, wliilo 
tho membcra from tho Province in tho Com- 
mons will also do their duty.

Respecting the Assessment Roll, 

Be it enacted by tho Corporation of tlio City 
of Victoria, by tho Council thereof, aa follows i 

1. It is hereby declared that a distlnetion for 
the purpose of asaesament slmll ho mode bo- 
tweon land and improveiiient.s situate within 
tho municipality liniita ot tho Corporation of 
tho City ot Victoria. 

2. Land situato within tho said limits 
shall be estimated for tho purpose of assess. 
ment at lla actual cash value, as it would be 
appraised in payment of a Just debt from a 
solvent debtor. 

3. Improvements situate within tho said 
limits, shall be estimated for the purpose of 
assessment at fifty per cent of their actual cash 
value, as they would be .ai>pral8ed In payment 
of a just d&bt from a solvent debtori 

i. Tho Assessor shall begin- to make tho 
asaesaniont on or before the'fourth Friday in 
January, and complete tho same *on or before 
tho second Tuesday in IVIay, and the assess- 
iMont shall be made on the said second Tuesday 
in Jlay in each year. 

5. Tho Asaesament Iloll shall bo returned by 
tho Aaaoaaor to tho Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or beforo tho tliird Saturday in May 
in each year. 

6. In the conatruction of this by-law tho ox- 
pressions "Land" and "Improvements" shall 
have respoolivcly tho meanings given to them 
in Section 2 of the Municipal Act.

TJTB SOME RULE SOHEME. 

The Canadian who rends Mr. Gladstone's 
speech will see that what that veteran 
Statesman oossidera tho most diflieu't part 
of his scheme was arranged by tlie Fathers 
of Canadian Confederation in a simple, and 
what has on the whole proved a satisfactory 
way. In Canada it was settled that tho 
provinces to wliich home rule was to bo ex- 
tended should have largo powers of taxation, 
and that their revenues ahonld be supple- 
mented by Eubaidies, calculated at so mucli 
per head of the population, from the general 
government. ' The Dominion imposes all the 
general taxes and rates, onstoms, excite, 
post oiQce rates, canal tolls) etc., and the 
olBcers who collect them are of ita own 
appointment. This plan has worked fairly 
well. The principal objection has been to 
the subsidies. It is believed by- some that 
the Provinces should be required to pay 
their own way and that the general Gov- 
ernment should confine its expenditure 
strictly to matters of general concern. This 
is tho plan pursued in tho United States, 
and it has tho advantage of simplicity. It 
also takes away all exousefrom the different 
parts of the Federation to make raids on the 
Federal treasury in the shape of demands 
for better terms. 

Tho financial part of Mr. Clladatone's 
Homo Rule schemo appears to be 
necessarily complicated. He oifers Parlia- 
ment the choice of two schemes. The first 
is that the Irish Government is to have the 
collection but not the imposition of all taxes, 
and is to p'iy a certain percentage 
to the Imperial treasury for Imperial 
purposes. This rate is not to 
bo fixed, but will change with 
the requirements of the Empire. The other 
alternative is for Ireland to make over to 
the Imperial Government the whole of tho 
Customs Revenue of tho country. This 
Mr. Gladstone thinks will bo about fair. It 
is certainly preferable to tho payment of a 
perrentago on the Imperial expenditures 
for Imperial purposes^ which has the appear- 
ance of tribute paid from a subject country 
to its conqueror. If there is to be any giv- 
ing at all the donor should, we think, bo 
the Central or Supreme Government. It 
should, as iu Cunaiia, collect all tlio taxes 
imposed for general purposes, and if Ire- 
land pays more than her fair share the bal- 
ance can easily be refunded to her. It seems 
to us that either of Mr. Gladstone's plans 
wbiiid, in practice, be attended by many 
difTiculties. It ' is bat reasonable that the 
government which imposes a tax should col- 
lect it. 

t 

Mr. Gladatono admitted that bia scheme 
of representation was filled with "thorns 
and brambles" and when one tries to think 

it over and to realize what it will bo like if 
the Hornc Rulo Tiill ever becomes law he 
must see that in this, at any rate, Mr. 
Gladstone is perfectly riLjhl. 

It must bo remembered that tho British 
Parliament does the work 'both j of a Pro- 
vincial legislature and an Imperial assem- 
bly. It does local work for England, Scot- 



land, Wales and Ireland, and it also legis- 
lates for the whole Empire. It is not to be 
expected that Ireland having a lepislaturo 
to munuge ita own donieatio aflairs 
will lie allowed to aond monibera 
to Parliament to have a voice 
in managing the offairs of the 
diiftrent parts of Great Britain. Mr, Glad- 
atono foresees tho difliculty that there will 
be iu deciding what alVnirs are strictly En- 
gliali, Scotch and Welsh, anil what purely 
Imperial. It is evident that tho only sub- 
jects on which the eighty Irish members 
will bo entitled to speak and vote will be 
subjects that relate to tho whole Empire. 
On those subjects in which any part of the 
Island of Great Britain is alone interested 
the Irish nicmbors, if they chooao to bo 
present while they are being discussed, 
must act the part of mere spectators. In 
the Dominion of Canada there is no such 
difficulty as this, because tho Federal Par- 
liament deals with Federal subjects only. 
Provincial matters are dealt with by tho 
Provincial Legislatures. But under Mr. 
Gladatono'a schemo of Homo Rulo local 
matters will be mixed up so closely w ith 
Imperial matters that it will often require 
a Philadelphia lawyer to tell which is 
which. Here may bo scon a prolilic aouroo 
of niisunderataudinga and (juarrelB, to say 
nothing of the opportunitica it gives for 
political scheming. A deliberative body, a 
considerable number of whose members can 
bake no action on a largo class of subjects 
which come before it, will be a kind of poli- 
tical anomaly, and it is not likely that it 
will work .smoothly. We are not surprised 
that Mr. Gladstone, seeing the dillicultics 
and perplexities that must ariao in such ? 
body, was averse to having Ireland repre- 
sented in the Imperial Parliament at all. 
But then to his Bobemo of 188G, which ex- 
cluded Irish representatives from the Brit- 
ish Parliament, there was this objection 
which, to free-born lOnglishmen, was insur- 
mountable — it established a legislative 
body which had the power to tux 
British subjebts without their hav- 
ing a voice with respect to the 
Imposition. This was taxation with- 
out representation, which is contrary 
to tho fundamental principles of British 
constitutional liberty. Mr. Gladstone, aeo- 
ing the force of this objection, now gives 
Ireland, under Ho^e Bnle, representation 
in th^ Imperial Parliament. --It is easy to 
see that he does so with fear and trem- 
bling, for he knows that when Irish repre- 
sentatives are in tlmt body it will bo 
tho next thing to impossible to tind 
a place in it which they will 
be willing to occupy. If the sphere 
of county government in Great Britain 
could be so enlarged that nothing would be 
left for tho Imperial Parliament to do but 
to attend to matters that are of Imperial 
concern, there would bo no difBcuIty in 
disposing of the Irish delegation ; but as it 
is, that delegation will bo a whito elephant 
on Mr. Gladstone's hands. Those who 
condemn the new scheme as complex and 
impracticable seem to us to be pretty near 
the mark. What Mr. Gladstone proposes 
is neither legislative union nor federal 
union, but a bewildering mi.xture of both. 
To be workable, it should bo cither tho one 
or the other. 



OUT OF TUNE. 

The Times, in a tone of affected pleasant- 
ry, tries to make littlo of tho Premier's 
speech on tho Public Health Bill. Tliere is 
very little humor in the article, but a great 
deal of ill-nature. When tho city was in 
danger from an epidemic of smallpox the 
tone of the Times was very different in- 
deed. It did what it dared to stimulate 
the apathetic civic authorities. It "prod- 
ded" them, to use its own classical expres- 
sion. It was then loud in its praises of tho 
oction taken by tho (Jovornmcnt and was 
evidently relieved when it saw that the 
dangerous epidemic was being dealt with 
by men of intelligence, courage and energy 
— men who knew what to do and were 
bound to do it. But almosl as soon as the 
danger was over and the city was safe from 
tlio ravages of the diseuse, the Tiiriea got 
over its fright and commenced to 
disparage the etTorta of those whoso aid it 
had invoked to atamp out tho diaoaao. It 
was too small-minded to be grateful, and 
too envious to appreciate the men who 
had come to the city's rescue and saved it 
from a very great danger. Wo are, there- 
fore, nol surprised to see it continuing the 
Haiiio cour.jo now. It has nothing but 
aneera to-day for the Government to whoBu 
" drastic remedy " it in July last promised 
the support of the publio. 

The Times, like quite a number of other 
small politicians, considers that re-electinn, 
like charity, covers a multitude of sins. It 
cannot deny tliat wlien prompt and plucky 
action was required of llie Mayor to save 
the city from a groat danger, his apathy 
and irresolution waa such as to nrouae the 
indignation of the citizens and to extort a 
remonstranco from the Times itself. But 
thouch Mr. Bcaveu proved that he wua 
not equal to the emergency he 
waa re-elected, and his re-election \s a suHi- 
ciiiiit uii'jwer to all wlio coiulenui him for liin 
incapacity in dealing with tho visitation of 
smallpox last summer t Be-election, of 
course, proves that Mr. Beaven was prompt 
and resolute when the smallpox was spread - 



ingirom house^o house in the city ; that 
he did all that mortal man could do to stay 
the plague, and that consequently the in- 
dignation and disgust of tho citizens were 
unreasonable, and that tho remonatranoea 
and the "prodding" of the Times itself were 
unnecessary and wholly out of place ! Re- 
election changes everything, puts everything 
right, makes black white, and transforms 
imbecility into vigor and capacity ! Tho 
Tiniea is evidently a devout believer in tho 
apothegm Vox vopuli vox Dei. 

A STRONG RESOLUTION. 

The courfo which Mr. Goldwini ; Smith is 
pursuing with reaiiect to annexation 
strongly disapproved by loyal Engliahmen 
and Canadians in Toronto, ua woU as in 
other parts of Canada. Thoy do not think 
that it is becoming in a ISritish subject and 
an Englishman to tako an active part in 
persuading Canadians to join the .United 
States and to try to prove to Americans 
that it is to their interest to take such 
measures as iire calculated to bring about 
the annexation of Canada. Mr. Smith is a 
meinber of St. George's Society. There 
are gentlomeu iu that society who believe 
that Mr. Smith's conduct in this matter of 
annexation is inconsistent with the duty 
which ita members owe to their Queen and 
country; one of them, Mr. J. Castoll Hop. 
kins, therefore has given uotioe of his in- 
tention to piopose tho following resolution : 

That in view of his advocacy of tlie an- 
nexation of tlie Dominion of (Canada to \\w. 
United States, his position as pieaiilent of 
tlie Continental Union Association of Tor- 
onto, and tho treaHoii to his sovereign, to 
England and to Canada involved in these 
conditions, this body of loyal Engliulimen 
request Mr. Goldwin Smith to tender his 
resignation as a life member of St. Georgu'a 
Society, and hereby instruct the treasurer 
to return to Mr. Smith the fee previously 
paid for that privilege. 

This is looked upon as an cxtromo step 
by many persons whose loyalty to Great 
Britain is above suspicion. It aeemstous, 
however, a question for the tneinbers of .St. 
George's Society alone to decide. If Mr. 
Smith has not violated any of the rules 
of that society, if he possesses the qualifi- 
cationa of membership, it is hard to see how 
ho can be expelled on account of his politi- 
cal opinions or his political acts.

Thia fact would go to show that 
the good Saint's day ia losing much of its 
popularity. Tho packages, it may be in- 
ferred, oontoined some sweet little token 
from one lover to another : tho clumsily 
got up envelopes were as clearly carica- 
tures, in wh ch a big trade has been done 
foe sonift duys. Among the hundreds who 
wero rKoipients of carioatures were Post- 
niubiui- Shakespeare and bis aasiatant. 

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

ToTiiF, I'hiiTOR:— In your article upon 
" Capital and Labor" in your iaaue of tho 
12lh inst,, if tho word " Capital " bo re- 
placed by " Labor " and rice rcc.sri, your 
argunioiit would apply with equal foreo. 
This proves conclusively that friendship 
should exist between these all-import- 
ant factors in production. It ia to bo re- 
gretted that numeroua strikes, great bit- 
terness of feeling, and keen auspicion be- 
tween the two parties sliould rise up as evi- 
dence of a slate of war, when there should 
be po-ice. 

Oue of your remarks, if taken by itaelf, is 
calculated to be mialeailing ; but it is unin- 
tentionally so, aa you qualify it immediately 
afterwards. I allude to tho expression, "The 
Capital runs all the risk, and whether tho en- 
terprise pays or docs not pay. Labor iabene- 
Qtod." Hardly ao, aa between man and 
man. Suppose A, a capitalist, puts half 
his capital into a btisiness and employe B, a 
laborer, to work it, and pays as wages just 
sulliciont to keep Band bis family in the 
bare necessaries of life. If the business 
fails, A has still half his capital left to 
live upon, but B and his family liiust starve 
if ho cannot get work elsewhere. In such 
case the risk of starvation is of far more im- 
portance than the risk of the loss of half the 
capitah If A puts all his capital in the 
business and it fails, then A and B are in 
equal plight. 

Labor argues thus : The capital acquired 
through tho instrumentality ot a day's 
abor ia surplus capital and ia the product 
of labor, pure and simple. That is to say, 
aflar deducting the amount of labor which 
is necessary to produce tho bare necessaries 
of life for tho laborer plus tho wear and 
tear of tho capital used — to produce the 
:tattix(]Ho in fact — tho product of the bal- 
ance of tho day's labor all goea to the cap- 
italiat, although it ia produced by tho 
lr.l)orer. Labor is of opinion that there 
should be a division of this surplus capital 
upon an equitable baaia. Were it ao there 
would bo fewer millionairea and fewer 
stirving workingnien in the world. 

The surplus capital thus created is again 
employed by tho capitaliat and through tho 
instrumentality of labor it produces more 
surplus capital in like manner and the em- 
ployer becomes rich, while the employee 
alill remains with the bare neceaaaries of 
life, and the laborer — poor, simple man — 
thinks this ia hardly fair. 

Suppose all tho luborin the world was to be 
suddenly stopped, then mankind would un- 
doubtedly starve; hut annihilate all exist- 
ing capital and labor would renew it; there- 
fore capital is evidently the product of 
labor, pure and simple, and labor asks to 
have a fair share of it.

In addition 
to these were nine^ seoond ; cabin, three 
European steerage, and 374.Aaiatio steerage 
passengers. Ansong , the. latter were 45 
Cingalese, who are en route to the World's 
Fair at Chicago. This party is in charge of 
a cotnmisaioher who wilt aee.thom aafely to 
their destination and who will bo responsi- 
ble for their return home. The' cargo, which 
is heavy; included the remainder of the In- 
dian exhibits for the World's Fair. Of the 
steerago passengers 100 Chinese and 25 Jap- 
anese landed in 'Victoria. 

AN UNUKLIAULK Cr.VUOK. 

While being towed out {of tho harbor on 
her way to Hongkong in ballaat, yesterday 
afternoon. Hall, Rosa & Co.'s splendid bark 
Tlicrmopylo), in command of Capt. Winches. 
ter, struck a sand bank alongside the wAter 
gauge at the entrance to the harbor, which 
hold her fast. Cupt. Bucknam, who was 
piloting the vessel out, euya the bark left 
the wharf about ono o'clock in tow of tho 
tug Lome, and, although the tide waa fall- 
ing, tho water gauge allowed a depth of '2l\ 
feet at tho apot where the ship struck. Tho 
bark waa drawing 17A feet of water and in 
striking seemed to tirafc slew on a anag, 
which swung her round on the bank. The 
load was immediately lowered to tho aide 
facing the gauge, but the water waa only 
found to have a depth of about 15,1 feet. 
The lead waa tlien oast astern, whore it wua 
found to bo three feet or ao doe[)er, iihowing 
tho water to bo of irregular depl'n. In go- 
ing on it is not thought the bark was in 
any way damaged, and hopes aro enter- 
tained that she^wiU be off and proceed on 
her long voyage this morning.

ELEVENTH DAY.

riCTITIONS.

rETITION OF BIQHT. 

AfR. Semlik asked the hon. Attorney- 
General the fallowing qiiestions, which the 
attached answers were giyen: 

Q. ^Vill the Government ohjeot to the 
institution by petition of right of an action 
in the Supreme Court of British Columbia 
by J. P. McLeod against the Crown for 
damages sustained by reason of the cancel- 
lation of his certilicate in December, 1S91 '! 
A. Tho Government will not object. 

Q. Will the Government advise Hia 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to grant hia 
Jfoi *' that right be done " to such petition 
of right? A. Yes. 

TDSUO HEALTH ACT. 

Dr. Mua?E resumed the ad jonmed debate 
on the Public Health Act, and reviewed the 
history of the difference of opinion between 
him and the Provincial Health Officer dur- 
ing the smallpox outbreak last sumnier. He 
claimed that ho had been unjustly treated 
in being deprived of the right of acting as 
Health Ollicer, and that when the Provincial 
Government took hold of it there was one 
law for the rich und anotlicr for the poor. 
Ihere was also a luw for those who were 
opposed iu ])olitic3 to tho Government, and 
a law for those who supported tho Govern- 
ment. The Provincial Health Oliioer after 
having deprived him {Dr. Milne) of power, 
fell in with the augf^estions he hud made. 
The hon. Attorney General had said in his 
recent speech that ho (Dr. M iluu) had run 
away from. his post of duty 

Hon. Mr. Davib— Allow mo to correct 
the hon. nieEnber, I said notliing of the 
kind — but a guilty conscience needs no ac- 
cuser. There were a number of other 
things to which I might have referred; but 
I was as easy upon the hon. member as pos- 
sible. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Milne continued, explaining that he 
had gone East on private business, which 
could not be neglected, but fully a week be- 
fore going had notified the Mayor and the 
Health Committee. He read a letter from 
Dr. Bryee of Ontario, which, he claimed, 
showed that he was . right and Dr. Davie 
was wrong. After the Attorney-General 
had ousted him from the position of Health 
Officer, he (Dr. Milne) had appcitled to the 
Courts and had been re-iustated by the 
Chief Justice, although, as sninllpox was 
rampant at the time, tho Provinohil Govern- 
ment were allowed to have control of that. 
(Laugliter. ) Then the Attorney-General had 
passed an ordcr-in-council to put the 
Sheriir iu cliivrge of the city of 
Victoria If the Mayor did not 
comply with his demands ; but tho Attor- 
ney-General had never dared use the power 
and would never dare to take such power to 
himself again. He found fault with tho 
bill, which he claimed was an e.\act copy oi 
the Ontario Act of ISSS, but hud not thu 
amendrnenta which had since been made, 
and without which it would be unworkable. 
(To show that Dr. Davie was not consistent 
in hia treatment of smallpox cases and sus- 
pects, he alluded to a case of smallpox 
which had been taken from the New York 
hotel last October, and said that although 
the patient had been iu the hotel a week 
under the supposition that the disease was 
typhoid fever. Dr. Davie had not ordered 
tho hotel to be quarantined, nor had he 
quarantined the suspects. U lie (Dr. 
Milne) had done BUoh a thing during the 
epidemic he would have been strongly cen- 
sured ; but after the epidemio was over Dr. 
Davie could do it without any complaint 
being made. Ho appealed to the hon. mem- 
ber for Cariboo (Dr. Watt) to bear him out 
in this statement. 

Dk. Watt fully approved of tho bill be- 
fore the House, which would be of great 
benelib to the Province, and which, when 
ouco in operation, would meet with very 
' little opposition. As regards tho personal 
diiiiculty between Dr. Davie und Dr. Milne, 
ho knew very little, but had eome knowl- 
edge of the smallpox out break, having been 
here at the time of the first alarm. Nearly 
all of I he llrat cases of smallpox had been 
reported tliroiigh liimHelf, und he saw from 
the first that tho matter was likely to be 
serious. It might have been easy to atop 
the progress of the diaeaao if there had been 
any preparations made to meet it in tho way 
of a c(>iit;ii;inu3 diaeuse hospital. Ho knew 
that Dr Milne had done all in his power to 
cope with the disease with tho uppliuneas 
at his hand, but the advice he gave to the 
Mayor had not always been acted upon aa 
promptly us was possible. With another 
Mayor there might have been a dif- 
ferent story to tell. Even Mayor 
Beaven's own friends were complaining of 
the lack of energy and action— this he' (Dr. 
Watt) knew of his own knowledge, as he 
was present and heard many complainta 
made. Dr. Milne was then working on a 
magnificent salary of i}2 a. day, while tho 
Mayor, who was so lax in his duty, was 
getting ind'oh higher pay. So far as the 
dispute between Dr. Davie and Dr. Milno 
was concerned, ho had only to say that Dr. 
J.)avie'6 position was like that of a general 
commanding an army. His orders luust bo 
obeyed and tliould have been obeyed, und 
the diacu.''Hion of thfin could come in after- 
wards. Ho fully approved of tho action ef 
the Government in taking tho manugumont 
of smalljio.x '.diairs ii\to their own luuulu 
and Uiukin^; tho orders of the Provincial 
Heullh Ollicer Buprenif. Thi.H waH a matter 
in which tho whole Province of liritiah 
Columbia was concerned — it was not a mut- 
ter of Victoria alulii^, and whether they 
wore right or wrong tho orders 
of tho Provincial Health Ollicer 
should liavu bpon obeyed. (Applauae.) 
Aa regards the New Vork House cufo, he 
corrected Dr. Milno. Tho case luul not 
been iu tho hotel for u week but only for 
one day, aud tlio only person really oxpoaod 
was one girl who slept in the same room 
with the patient and who was removed to 
the suspect station. This girl did not af tor- 
warda develop tho disease. What had been 



done in this case, had been what ho (Ur 
Watt) Uiought was right and proper, and 
his opi.nion had been endorsed upon consult- 
ation with Dr. Davie. Subsequent events, 
too, showed that tho precautions taken to 
prevent tho spread of the disease had boon 
all that were reasoniibly necessary, as uo 
cases developed from this source. More- 
over, there waa no general epidemio at this 
time. If there had been, it might have 
been better to have erred on tho aido of 
strietneea, but there being none, everything 
necessary was done and the disease did not 
spread. 

Hon. Mk. Vkknon regretted the dreary 
discussion into which the Houae had drifted, 
which had been brought about by the re- 
marks of the hon. leader of the Opposition 
who, no doubt, smarting under tho apparent 
indignity of last summer, when, for manifest 
reasons, he had been deprived of the power 
to deal with smallpox matters, now bud to 
give vent to. his feelings. And ho would not 
be at all surprised if tho hon. leader of tho 
Opposition, was already preparing an amend- 
ment to tho motion in order to get another 
opportunity of airing his views. (lAughter.) 
With regard to the remarks of the hon, 
member for Victoria city . (Dr. Milne), all 
he would say waa that everyone was liable 
to error, and there was no doubt that Ur. 
Milno had made a mistake last summer in 
hia method of dealing with the smallpox 
outbreak. Ho did not think that a baker's 
dozen of people in Victoria could he found 
who would say that Dr. Milne had 
not made an . error, and a serious 
one, too. It waa uu unfortunate 
thing that the hon. leader of tho Opposition 
was also Mayor of tho city of Victoria, for 
tho particular lit-le nuir of tho hon. gentle- 
man waa the Attorney-General, and what- 
ever the hon. Attorney-tleneral did, no 
matter how much in tho direction of the 
general public good, no matter how wise 
and boneliciul, would bo criticized and 
carped at by tho hon. leader of tho Oppoai- 
tion, who seemed utterly unable to givo tho 
Govorument the least credit for anything 
whatever that might ho done. If it had 
been simply Hon. Robert Beaven, .Mayor of 
Victoria, and not also leader of tho Oppo- 
sition, the Mayor might not then have been 
80 blinded by hia political prejudices, and 
ho would, no doubt, have worked in har- 
mony with the Government for the common 
welfare aud advantage, and the Government 
would not have been compelled to take the 
whole control out of the power of tho Cor- 

E oration. If Hon. Mr. Beaven had not 
een a politician, anxious to make every 
possible point against • the Government of 
the day, there would have been no friction, 
and, instead, harmonious work\uould have 
been done by the Govemmenb and city 
officers. 

Mit. Semlik— I quite agree with you. 

llo.s'. Mk. Vicrkox continued that when 
it was found, that suudlpox matters wore 
being mismanaged tho Government realiz- 
ing the importance of having them huudled 
properly, nuulo a move in thia direction. 
Then, aa was hia wont, tho leader of the 
Uppoaition had to do exactly tho opposite. 
Continuing, he ridiculed the idea that the 
Government would have taken any action 
had they not been forced to it, and while 
he himself had been in the hospital at the 
time the Government came to the rescue, 
ho heartily endorsed everything they had 
done and waa sure tho action would like- 
wise bo endorsed and applauded from one 
end of tho country to the other. He re- 
ferred feelingly to tho unfortunate McKay 
death, which tho Opposition were trying to 
make a political handle, and concluded by 
hoping that the report of the Royal Com- 
mission would shortly be presented as it 
might be of considerable use in the discus- 
sion. 

Mn BiiowK regretted that sanitary mat- 
ters generally in the Province iid not re- 
ceive that amount of consideration due 
them, and was i;lad the present bill would 
provide for a central board, the work of which 
would have a beneficial result. He criti- 
cized some of the clauses of tho bill, more 
particulnrly that referring to compulsory 
removal, which ho aaid waa hostile to hia 
feelings. An improvement, he thought, 
could bo made in tho bill, by attaching na a 
schedule the Sanitary Rules iaaued by tho 
Govcrnn:ent lust summer, which, with some 
alight amendments, would bo excellent laws. 

Jtii'- Skmi.in continued tho debate, argu- 
ing that Victoria and its Mayor were last 
summer, for political reasons, made a mark 
for tho Provincial Board of Health. He 
claimed that the Provincial Board of 
Health had tried to take l)y the 
throat the Victoria city authorities, who 
probably at first were somewhat derelict 
in their duty, but who aft^ifcvarda grappled 
with the disease, and then, just when the 
city authorities were getting somo results 
for their work, tho Provincial Government 
stepped in and tried to take all the credit. 
(Laughter.) Ho moved, seconded by Mr. 
McKenzie, that the further discussion of 
the bill he postponed until the Boyal Com- 
mission report bo received. 

Mjt. I'liiisTKR favored centralization of 
power in health matters, and would sup- 
port tho bill. 

Hon. Mil. Bk.wkn- aupporled the motion 
for the adjournment of the dtibato until tho 
Royal Commission report ahouldbe brought 
dov,-n. Uu wausuro tho cotnmisaionera had 
done their duty in collecting evidence, etc., 
and ho was sure also, when tho report 
came down, it would contain many and 
valuable suggestions. H tho commiaaioners 
reported facta and trutha, they could not 
come to any such coiicluaion in regard to 
the management of the smallpox in Vic- 
toria, as had been come to by tlie hon. 
Attoraey-( ioneral and tho Chief ('onnnia- 
aioncr. He took credit to himself for hav- 
ing hcia re-elected Mayor of Victoria, a 
fact which he claimed ^howod conclusively 
that the citizens of Victoria approved of 
what he had done durbig tho smallpox out- 
break. Reviewing the history of tho ener- 
getic steps he had taken to stamp out tho 
smallpox, he blamed tho hon. Attoruoy- 
General for a panic having tieen caused in 
the Province. Ho also blamed the Attor- 
ney-General for the death of McKay while 
being removed to the hospital, and 
in this connection read a letter from 
C. D. McKay censuring the Govimmont 
and the oflicers who had charge of tho 
rem.oval. Referring to remarks made by 
tho hon. Attornoy-General as to his (Mr. 
Beaven's) contention that tho Health Act 
under H-hioh the Government acted last 
summer was obaolete and repelled, when 
lie (.\lr, D.ivie) wanted to kncjw why thcao 
objectioiia hud not been raised in iho 
.Supreme court in argument on the Milno in- 
junction, he replied that then was not tho 
proper time to do ao. In attempting Ui 
allow that he was right, he re, id hoiik! 
voluminous corre.spoiuli iico / <: " (.mhc 
atalcil," as Kuggesled by I lie Govcrnriii;nt in 
October', 1S!)L'. Continuing, he charged 
that the Provincial Health Ollicer waa afraid 
to act in the same manner in Vancouver aa 
he did in \'icloiia. Dealing with tlio re- 
marks of Dr. Walt, ho saiil that tho reason 
of tlieiii WH.H the peraoiial dispute li(;twi:eii 
Dr. Watt, jr., luid himat'lf nvrv tho pay- 
m(;nt of an account for moilical acrvicis, 
which he ( .\lr. H.iaven) had on kovituI oc- 
casiona declared to bu excessive and exlor- 
lioiiato. Thia was tho personal reason 
which woulil make Dr. Watt say what he 
did about lack of energy, He said ho ob- 
jected to tho compulsory removal clause of 
the Public Health bill, and would oppose 



the pi' tting of any such power in tho hands 
of any executive in the Province. Tho 
(ipvornment had last summer acted illegal- 
ly aud were afraid to bring their " laws " 
before tho Supremo court, for if they had 
done so they would have been so beaten on 
their own arguments that they would have 
had to fall back upon their servile majority 
in the House, tho same oa they 
did in the Kennedy case last session. 

As regarda tho hon. Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, ho thought that 
gentleman should have been the last one in 
tho world, after the kindly way ho had been 
treated by tho city last summer, to com- 
plain about what tho city olHcors had done. 
Tho city had then caused cottages to bo 
built on tho Jubilee Hospital ground, one 
of which cottages waa occupied by Hon. 
Mr. Vernon when he had the smallpox, and 
ho had never paid a cent, for it. Ho 
thought that after the city had treated 
Hon. Mr. Vernon like that, no complaint 
sSould have .been made by him about tho 
negligence of the city; on the contrary, 
that gentleman should have been grateful. 

Dr. Watt replied to' the hon. leader of 
the Opposition, who - he said bad been un- 
charitable enough to impute certain motives 
to him. Ho entirely repudiated those mo- 
tive j, and warmly declared that the censure 
heaped upon the head of the leader of the 
Opposition was so well deserved that even 
hia (Mr. Beaven's) own friends wore tho ones 
who were loudest in their complaints. It 
was not until after eight or nine dayo of the 
epidemic had gone by that tho iMuyor at all 
realized the serious nature of tho outbreak. 
So far us the statement that tho action of 
the Government luul created a panic waa 
concerned, he would say that the panic waa 
already created before the Government took 
charge, and their action ina'ead of creating 
u panic had allayed it. 

Ho.v. Mit. Vkh:;on asked leave to make 
un explanation in reply to tho statement of 
the hon. the leader of tho Opposition, that 
he owed a debt of gratitude to tho city for 
providing him with a cottage at the Jubilee 
smallpox hospital. It was perfectly 
true, ho said, that ho had a cottage there, 
but,he had never received any bill for its 
i;ae, nor had he ever heard that ho owed 
anything for it. He had been out of pocket 
over SI, 000 on account of having had small- 
pox, in addition to his being confined to tho 
([uarantino grounds, but he had never made 
any claim against the City for anything, us 
others had done. More than, this, if the 
City had any claim acainst him he would 
he happy to settle it if they would send him 
the bill. When tho City or anyone else 
had any hill against him ho wanted it to bo 
sent in und he would attend to it. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mu. Davie said that without going 
over any of the ground covered in the debatu 
on Triday last, ho would have a reply aa 
brief us possible to make to tho remarks of 
tho hon. leader of the Opposition aud the 
member for Victoria City (Dr. Milne). In 
doing thia he would endeavor to avoid tho 
path which both tho hon, niembera had 
trod — that of personal abuse and personal 
reference. Ho thought it waa much to ho 
regretted that lion, monibera could not do- 
bate a public (juestion without descending, 
as they had done, to attacks first upon one 
hon. member of the House and then upon 
another. Pos.sibly there was aoine excuse 
when they made a personal attack upon 
him, because he was not only a member of 
the GoverniTiPut, but had taken an active 
stand in the matter. When, however, they 
descended to a personal attack upon a 
private member of the House and brought 
up personal matters in relation to 
wnat had ' occurred between them, he 
thought they were going very much beyond 
the ordinary usages and customs of debate. 
Although these were tho methods of the 
hon. leader of the Opposition he (Mr. Davie) 
would try to avoid them ; but he would at 
.the same time act right somo of those things 
on which the bon. gentlcmon had ingeni- 
ously and without explanation tried to mis- 
lead the House. He would refer at the out- 
set to tho fact that the hon. leader of tho 
Opposition hud recently been re-elected 
Mayor of Victoria, and bail, in tho couise 
of thia debate, -taken credit to himself for 
having thus had hia action in connection 
with the smallpox outbreak approved and 
endorsed by the citizens. If the hon. gen- 
tleman when ho had been running for 
Mayor aud waa canvassing for votes 
had made tho smallpox question and 
hia action thereon the issue ; if 
ho had brought tho matter up 
and asked for the opinion of the people on 
it, there might have been some reason for 
thia argument; but the fact of tlie matter 
waa tho hon, gentleman took very good 
care to he "down" on that subject and to 
refrain from introducing it iu his apeechea. 
If ho had made the attempt, aa ho would 
now lot the House believe he had, to justify 
hia own action, it would have been a diller- 
ent matter; but ho had studiously avoided 
the question, knowing full well that 
although the citizens of Victoria were 
lenient, although they recognized, aa all hon. 
incmbers of the House did, . many good 
qualities in bim, still he knew that beyond 
all measure this would be a dangerous ques- 
tion for him to refer - to. Hence it was 
than when he was canvassing, he took 
good care to say nothing about matters 
which ho to-day debated. 

Ho.v. Mit. Bkaten — You are altogether 
wrong. 

Hon. Mu. Davik replied that ho was 
not wrong. The hou. leader of the Opposi- 
tion had taken good care to discuss all Hi.u'ta 
of civic matters, but never once did ho 
make mention of what he now called the 
( loverniiiont'sinterferonco. He (Mr. Beaven) 
iiiight have aaid aomothiiig of health mat- 
tors and doubtlesa he did so, hut ho took 
good care never on the public platform dur- 
ing the election, to challenge the Govern- 
ment's action in regard to tho smallpox, 
('ontinuing, Mr. Davie said that hehad, un 
Friday last,8howed that there was every rea- 
son why the Government had interfered as 
it did, andfmoreover, the Government would 
have been untrue to its duty if it had no t 
done so, and that the consequences would 
ha.ve been very serious, indeed, if there had 
been no intervention. He would now claim 
the indulgence of the House while ho brielly 
replied to some of the statements of hon. 
gi'iit leiiiiTi cpiiosite in regard to what oc- 
curred after that. t)u-iiig, however, to the 
latenesa of the hour, he wouhl move the 
adjournment of the debate. 

'Xhe House adjourned at 5:55 p.m.

'The Boasted Ilospitnllty of tho Me^Inans 
I'urely Ulythlciil— Common liiw Bl»r- 
rliiBCS Vi-ry Common— liiitrust- 
'. worthy I'cons. 

A recent resident o£ the City of >Iexico 
■was in Kansas City a fow days n'^t', imd 
in ri chat with a journal rcpDrH'r ex- 
ploded a frrcat many of tlie i-oinimtic 
sturii's told of iilual cliivuh-y ami othrr 
Areiidiiin and iilylUc cluu-aeti'ri.stios of 
tliL' iMcxicans. Mis opportunities for 
studyiiif,'' till' people wore unexc'eljed 
aaVl he had little else to do. lie trav- 
• eled all; •over tho countiyrinany times 
and studied the people with oxceoding 
care. For over a year he has ln-eii eoii- 
neeted with the Mexican C'enlral rail- 
way in an important oapaeity. "loiily 
speak for myself," said he, '-hrit for 
one I failetl to linil -Mexico the fairy- 
land I had pictured to myself. 1'hero 
are lots of AmerioaDS there •who axo de- 
lighted with it and who would live 
nowhere else, and it may bo my fault 
that I do not like the plaee/ Hut 1 
could not, even thout,di 1 triei] very 
hard to ilo so. as my business ealli'd me 
there. Jn I lie lirst plaee, the iiutive 
lower class ^Mexican liates an Auu'i-i- 
■can, It is not very ploasaul to have an 
Tig'ly-looldnp gn-eascr ^n-owlin^i- out 
'priuffo!' as he passes j-du or luirl at 
you the Ijitter eurse "tabrouel' 

"SiHiio one has said that .Mexieo was 
ninety-five per eent. eliinate atitl five 
per cent. "I >uieu sahe?' (who linows?) I 
have often thoug'ht that "about fifty per 
; Cent. :of 'miana' (to-morrow) ought to 
he thrown in. Tho jMo.xicans novor do 
to-day what they ean do to-iUoiTow. 
'J'he boasted hospitality and chivalry of 
tlie lower classes are pure myths. The 
npper classes are splendid people, liifi h- 
minded, hcspitable and generous. iJut 
the lower classes, the peons, are the op- 
posite. . They say: 'My house is yours,' 
hut it is a lip phrase and they do xiot 
mean it. The iilowiiip' is done with 
sticks and thrasliiiif,'' with liorse.'^ and 
the reaping with sickles. America <.'o\il(l 
sell agricultural implements in lurt^o 
miinbers wore it not for the dut}'. The 
only thing we would need from tlu iii 
is fruit and coijfee. The prospeet.s for 
reciprocity- are tlierefore not very llat- 
teriiig, as they really do not .sell us 
enough fruits and coiVee to oil'sct the 
agricultural implements. 

"It costs so much to get married in 
Mexico that few of the lower classes 
ever marry-. The church does not rec- 
ognize state marriage and the .state 
does not recognize the church wi'tlding. 
The conseiiueuce is lluit ccuuuiMn law 
marriages are the rule. Tliere is little 
of what we call immorality in tho Sense 

of promiscuity. The. police never take 
aiiy notice of anything unless someboiiy 
makes a complaint. 

"It is uiKpiestionahl.v true that the 
peon is an unconseionable thief. Hotel 
men never buy more tliau enoug'lt for 
one meal. The servants would steal 
the'.surplus. Everybody in iMoxico buys 
lottery tickets, and 1 have seen .aa old 
lady selling ticltets within the doors of 
the cathedral. An important step is be- 
ing taken b.v i'resideut Dia/.. who is a 
wide-awake anil progressivi^ man, who 
is bitterly hated by the clergy or jn-iest- 
hood. He is taxing the large laiul own- 
ers or hacienderos, who own vast tracts 
of ' uncultivated land. The owner of 
these haciendas declare they will have 
to cultivate tlii'in or give tlieiii up. It 
is a question if the peons would have 
ambition to cultivate the laiul ufti'r it 
was turned over. A great mistake is 
made by foreigners in going there in 
the winter, wlicu tlie place is dry and 
dusty. They should go in tho sunnner 
when the r/iiris refresh the earth every 
day. Sharp showers fall during' the 
rainy season, but the sun rises bright 
and pleasant every morning. As 1 said 
in the beginning iMexico may do for 
some, hut I 'prefer the United .States 
and have come back to live here.''

' Frequent complaints have been made 
of late of the conscienceless extortion 
practiced upon foreigners l)y the liotel- 
keepers of the Kiviera. who ari; ap]mr- 
cntly doiMji- their best lo Icill the f^oose 
that has laid lli.'iu so niany golden 
egg.s. An ineiileiit. rejiorted by the' cor- 
respondent of till' I.,oih1ou Tinius at 
Nice seems to prove that it costs even 
more to die at' Monte Carlo than it does 
to live there. It appears that a sshort 
time ago a well-k'nowii lOnglishiiian was 
taken ill and died of drop.-,y at oiie of 
the hotels, and his wife, who is a uiein- 
ber of the lOn^^-lish nobility, decidoil to 
take the body to lOngland for burial. 
Upon inquiring as to the cost of this, 
she was informed that it would he nec- 
essary to embalm the body, and that, 
with the railwa.v I'hargcs for t raiispoi-t , 
the expense would aunuiiit to over four 
hundred pound.s. Tlicre were eertaiii 
fixed charges made by the principality 
of ;Monaco, said tho doctor and under- 
taker, wliieh must be jiaid. and thi-Swas 
thi^ lowest po^^ilile estimate. This 
amount it must be ri'iiieiulx'ri'cl w;is ex- 
elusive of hot,.] eliar^^es or doelor,^" foes 
for at tendance uixin tlu' patient; it was 
simply for embalming, for the eost of 
the coffin' and its aeeessories and for 
transport to London! An appeal was 
made to I'.arou de I''ai'ineourt. the h'ov- 
<'rnor general of -Nbiuaeo, who ileidared 
that no taxes whatever were levii'd upon 
fori'ij,i-ni'r.s. dead or alive, by the ])riiici- 
lialily. Tile bill was reduced liiially by 
nearly one-lialf, but the whole subject 
is to be brought to the attontion.of the 
British foreign office. , ' ■

. MAKING NEW OASES. 

The I'ronch Turnlojr Aiiotlicr Duscrt Aroii 
Into » Fcrtllo Kogion. 

^ -Thai, French are at work again mak^ 
irig new oases in tho Sahara desert, saj's 
the New York ,Sun. They believe that 
a large region arounil 1^1 (ioli'a. in til 
desert south of the westi'rn part of Al- 
geria, can be rcsloretl to fertilit.v. At 
pri'sent one little oasis is isolated by 
numy miles of sand from any otlier fer- 
tile area. The place has no commercial 
iniportance, but the Frenoli have estab- 
lished a militar.v post there because 
ihey intend to make lOl Colca thestart- 
in^,"' point for all their uiovenieiits in 
the direct icHis of Tuat and the other 
oases south of K\ (lolea, which are now 
in the hands of the murderers Tuaregs 
'and other desert, inomads. The French 
pxirpose to reduce the bandits to sub- 
missi<iii. and en;ible merchants to ex- 
tend commeri'c to and be.vond the re- 
gions in the .'Sahara wliere caravans ean 
venture now only at the peril of beinj^ 
plundered and destroyed. .Mr. Uolland 
has made a study of the geology and 
hydrology of the El Golea re- 
gion. He says there is plenty of 
■\vater under the sand, and that it 
ean be brought easily to the surface. 
His purpose is to tan the subti'rrauean 
supplies and lead the wati'r along the 
dried-up bed of tlu' Wady .'^eggeur. 
From the main ditch side ditches are to 
be extended, and in that way the en- 
gineers expect to fertilize a mnnber of 
thousands of acres of laud. Mr. Hol- 
land sa\'s then' is no expectation that 
the new basin can hi' develojied to as 
great an exti'iit as that of the Wady 
liir, where hunilreds of thousands of 
datf ii:ilms are lloui-ishiug, although the 
place had only desert sands a few years 
ago; but he expects at least to restore 
the plain of I'jl Colea its ancient pros- 
perity, for there is no dcnibt that a large 
oasis was there once, and that it has 
gradually diminished in size owing to 
the encroaching deser t. which has been 
pusliing further north, the winds car- 
rying tho sand toward tlie Mediterran- 
ean, destroyiii^r all vog^etation, and mak- 
ing a desert when' verdure had existed. 
The ri'vivilied oasis will at least be 
largi' (^noug'h to nourish a garrison. 
I'raiice (i.xpects to keep a large force at 
VA (iolea, because niilitai'y operations 
against the tribes further southward 
will have to be on an important scab'. 
It will, therefore, be a great point 
gained to obviate the necessity of briiiH'- 
iiifr big supplies of provisions to Ml 
tlolea for tlie purpose of rcvictualing 
the jrarrisi >n there. 



HEALTH OF ITALIAN CITIES. 

TIiP Covi-rnrncul TiUilii- S.iiillary Mi-.i^- 
urcs— 'I'ypIlDiil I'cviT in rlorcnco. 
Xaples and Rome owe thtdr evil repu- 
tation to a state of things which no 
loiigi'r exists. Until a fow years ago 
Naples drew all its 'Water from wells, 
aiul tyiilioid fever was virtually opi- 
deinie in the cif.y. Since the introduc- 
tion of the Serine) water and the closin;;' 
of the wells the diseuso has almost dis- 
.-ippeared. In Rome before It became 
the capital the drainage was bad and 
in spite of the numerous aqueducts a 
large number of-wells -were in use. The 
Italian government has thormi^dily 
dr;iined tho city, and when the cholera 
last appeared in Italy the governiueiit 
closed tho wells, which still remain 
closed. The result has been to reduce 
the deaths from typhoid fever to less 
than three per -^veek in a population of 
ll.^,0(m. 

There is another popular superstition 
that Home is unhealthy in summer. As 
t happens, tlie death r;ite is much 
o\ver in summer tliaa in winter. It is 
loNvest in May and June, when it is 
igliteen and nineteen per thousand, 
and highest in February and March, 
when, owing to the prevalence of dis- 

ses of the throat and lungs, it 
reaches thirty and thirty-two per thou- 
sand. Itis higher in July or August 
for tlie reason that the peasants who 
are harvesting on the Campagna art' 
often smitten with fever and are 
brouirlit into the hospitals. Ihit even 
then it is much lower tluin itis in the 
winter months. The deaths from 
malarial fevers in Komi; avi'ra;.'-e a 
little more than five per wi'cl;, and a 
very large proportion of these deallis 
are tlhisi' of ))easants and inh.'ibitaiils 
of unhealthy villages who ari' hi-oii^'-lit 
from tlu' surrounding country to the 
Uoinan hospitals. 

The prevalence of typhoid fever in 
Florence cannot be denied. It is due ti ) 
bad drainage and the use of well water. 
Tho muiiicipalit.v is, how(wer, detei'- 
mined to rectify I ids stuteof t hings with- 
out delay, and if till' mcasuri's rcc i- 

meiided by .Sir I )ougla s ( la Unii in the re- 
port lii: has madi^ to the synilic are 
carried out, as there is litth; iloubt that 
they will be, I'Morence will become as 
healthy as Kome or Naples. 



'I'l acliliij; I'iit riollsm. 
TMucatlii^,' patriotism in children may 
occasionally lead to onsalisfai'tory oc- 
currences. .At lielgi'ade. in ^M'rvia, two 
hundi-od such juvenile patriots met to 
play at soldlci-s. They began lluowing 
littli! stones at each other, slowl.y in- 
creasing t he missiles i ii size, iinil when 
victory hesitated in di'i'larinj^ itself 
for either party they tool; to sticks and 
pocketknives and assaulted each other. 
Some women and men trying to make 
jieace were driven away with stones. 
A few (dli<'(u-s of police loolced on and 
en.joyi'd the lively and lu'actical wa.v of 
inculcating pat riot ie sent inieiil s. When 
lln' little warriors were linally separ- 
ated nine boys were seriously hurt, a 
few of thorn dying of their wounds and 
a l^rge number were for weeks put hors 
de combat. . . ...

Six hundred years 
after Si>liiiiion. in the timeof .\enoplion, 
Si'ulhis tlie Tliracian paid lifty ilraeli- 
niae, 'ii- abmit one hundred and tliirty- 
fivv dollars, for the steed on which ho 
roue during the retreat of the Ten Thou- 
sand.

A Tale of Starvation and Scurvy— 
The Longest Passage on 
Becord.

Port Town.skni), "Feb. 14.— Tho terrors 
of the sea have had another true story 
added to the long list by tho arrival of the 
British ship Saint Monian. Tho Saint 
Monian left Santos, Brazil, August I t, just 
six months ago to.day, having made tho 
longest voyage on record between Brazil 
and Puget Sound, Tho story told by the 
captain is one of thrilling combats witli the 
terrors of tho deep and of lumger 
and disease at sea. The lirut trouble ex- 
perienced was comini' arouud tho Horn, 
which took eighty days to accomplish, and 
diiring which time one of the crew was 
drowned.

The captain made up 
his mind to make with all speed for the 
Golden Gate. He headed in this direction 
and fortnnatoly met the ship MoFheraon 
bound for Europe. Tho !McPherson let her 
havfi^the 'necessary provisions and she con- 
tinued on her journey to Pugot Sound. 
But her trouble was not ended. Oil Capo 
Flattery she encountored the fearful storms 
of tho past two weeks, and for fourteen 
days was hold outside the Cape. Hero she 
lost her lifeboat, and all her topsails wore 
blown awuy. When the vessel arrived to- 
day, she and her crow wero in a badly 
dilapidated condition. Tho Saint Monian 
had been chartered by Balfour, Guthrie & 
Co., but loat licr cluirtor by expiration on 
Uecember l!I.

He warned 
them not to put hand or foot on tho rail un- 
der danger of having it blown off. Tho 
would-be kidnappers cursed him roundly 
and invited him to comedown on the wharf, 
The invitation was declined and the delega- 
tion retired. The watchman then slacked 
tho schooner away from tho wharf. He put 
tho non-union men below and, closing 
tho hatch, put a boat on top of 
it. Tho precautions was well taken as 
subsequent events proved. At an early 
hour this momiog the would.be kidnappers 
went back In increased numbers with the 
evident intention of laying the .watchman 
out and taking the crew bodily. This 
watchman loomed up out of the darkness 
and told the intruders to keep away and 
kept an eye on the vessel'a mooring mean- 
while. The fort was held- until daylight, 
when a tug took hold of the Sailor £oy and 
towed her out to aea.

The Newly Fouiul Leper's Mysteriously Death 
-■^I'he Health Ollicer Visits tUe.Colony.

Duncan, city 
medical health ofHcer, paid a visit of inspec- 
tion, accompanied by Mr. Bailey, the ex 
sanitary officer.

The ' party wont on . the tug 
Alert, leaving the, wharf at noon and ro 
turning at 5:30 p. ni. The'six'lepera , have 
lead the UBual uneventful life, and through 
the interpreter who went out with the Doc- 
tor they told him that nothing of importance 
had occurred since tho last visit. Thi 
disease is making iiuwked progress with its 
victims, but all are yet able to take an 
active part in the work of the colony, in 
chiding the management of the poultry yard 
and piggery, and tlm gatlioriiig of the fuel 
of which the Chinamen have a su[)ply, eu 
up and ready for the stove, that would make 
their countrymen in Victoria envious. Thoy 
seemingly sntlered no hardships from the 
recent cold spell. 

Yesterday's visit was paid a month earlier 
than due, the intention having been to take 
out the leper discovered here a few daya 
ago. Tlii.-) man, however, was taken sud- 
denly and violently ill yeaterdiy nioruing, 
and was in such a coiiditioii that Dr. Dun- 
can did not think it advisable to attempt to 
remove him. He had every appearance of 
having taken poison, but how he came by it 
is a mystery, aa a friendly Chinaman liad 
watched him since his detention by the au- 
thorities. It is possible that he preferred 
death to the isolation of the laziretto, or 
collapsed from fright at the prospect of im- 
aginary horrors there. Ho died early in 
the day. The poor fellow is aaid to have 
wealthy relatives in Seattle who „wcre 
anxious to be\allowed to take charge of 
him, and now will probably 'attend to. hia 
obaeijuios. , . y
